head to as large as the flat of the 
hand. 
Fluid accumulations vary 


from those which are superficial 
to large, deep, disfiguring swell- 
ings. In all forms of hives, itch- 
ing and swelling are the chief com- 
plaints. 


Any part of the body may be 


affected 
by hives, 
but portions 


constricled by clolhing are most 
apt to be affected.

These diffi- 


culties develop early and tend to 
disappear as the drug is continued. 


Foods such as shellfish, straw- 


berries, eggs, and chocolate, and 
drugs 
such 
as quinine, barbitu- 


rates; iodine and headache reme- 
dies ai"1-1 the commonest carlses of 
hives. Hives also may bo caused 
by light, heat and cold. When the 
cause is known, it is advisable to 
avoid the food or drug even though

to most patients wilh acute attacks 
of hives; those with chronic hives 
tend to relapse as soon as the drug 
is stopped. Hives arc pockets of 
fluid in tho skin, with the 
diffi- 


culty caused by the collodion of 
histamine in Ihe lissues. B-.-nadryl 
neulrali/es Ihis chemical. 


The number of hives present al 


one lime runs from one to several 
hundred, and the size from a pin- 
head to as large as the flat of the 
hand. 
Fluid accumulations vary 


from those which are superficial 
to large, deep, disfiguring swell- 
ings. In all forms of hives, itch- 
ing and swelling are the chief com- 
plaints. 


Any part of the body may be 


affected 
by hives, 
but portions 


constricled by clolhing are most 
apt to be affected. 
In 
persons 


who are subject to hives, there is 
a tendency for the condition to 
come 
back in the same spots. 


Nearly two-lhirds of 
all people 


have had one or more allacks of 
hives in Iheir Hfelimc. 


Hives 
have 
an 
unpredictable 


course. The majorily of swellings 
flare up. last a few days to a week, 
and then disappear. The condition 
can become 
chronic and, 
until 


now, this type has been noted for 
its 
stubborn resistance 
to most 


forms of treatment. Large swell- 
ings in vital structures^ such as 
the throat, may 
interfere 
wilh 


breathing, and intense itching, in- 
somnia 
and disfigurement inter- 


fere 
with the 
vicUm's earning 


powers. 


Relief Often Speedy 
Paul A. O'Leary, M.D., Mayo 


Clinic, 
reporls 
that in acute 


attacks of hives, benadryl relieved 
the majority of patients within a 
few hours lo days. 


Benadryl should not be used ex- 


cept under a physician's direction, 
because it may also cause drowsi- 
ness, dizziness, weakness and dry- 
ness of the mouth. 
These diffi- 


culties develop early and tend to 
disappear as the drug is continued. 


Foods such as shellfish, straw- 


berries, eggs, and chocolate, and 
drugs 
such 
as quinine, barbitu- 


rates; iodine and headache reme- 
dies ai"1-1 the commonest carlses of 
hives. Hives also may bo caused 
by light, heat and cold. When the 
cause is known, it is advisable to 
avoid the food or drug even though 
treatment is 
effective 
in most 
cases.

The number of hives present al 


one lime runs from one to several 
hundred, and the size from a pin- 
head to as large as the flat of the 
hand. 
Fluid accumulations vary 


from those which are superficial 
to large, deep, disfiguring swell- 
ings. In all forms of hives, itch- 
ing and swelling are the chief com- 
plaints. 


Any part of the body may be 


affected 
by hives, 
but portions 


constricled by clolhing are most 
apt to be affected. 
In 
persons 


who are subject to hives, there is 
a tendency for the condition to 
come 
back in the same spots. 


Nearly two-lhirds of 
all people 


have had one or more allacks of 
hives in Iheir Hfelimc. 


Hives 
have 
an 
unpredictable 


course. The majorily of swellings 
flare up. last a few days to a week, 
and then disappear. The condition 
can become 
chronic and, 
until 


now, this type has been noted for 
its 
stubborn resistance 
to most 


forms of treatment. Large swell- 
ings in vital structures^ such as 
the throat, may 
interfere 
wilh 


breathing, and intense itching, in- 
somnia 
and disfigurement inter- 


fere 
with the 
vicUm's earning 


powers. 


Relief Often Speedy

reporls 
that in acute 


attacks of hives, benadryl relieved 
the majority of patients within a 
few hours lo days. 


Benadryl should not be used ex- 


cept under a physician's direction, 
because it may also cause drowsi- 
ness, dizziness, weakness and dry- 
ness of the mouth. 
These diffi- 


culties develop early and tend to 
disappear as the drug is continued. 


Foods such as shellfish, straw- 


berries, eggs, and chocolate, and 
drugs 
such 
as quinine, barbitu- 


rates; iodine and headache reme- 
dies ai"1-1 the commonest carlses of 
hives. Hives also may bo caused 
by light, heat and cold. When the 
cause is known, it is advisable to 
avoid the food or drug even though 
treatment is 
effective 
in most 
cases.

histamine in Ihe lissues. B-.-nadryl 
neulrali/es Ihis chemical. 


The number of hives present al 


one lime runs from one to several 
hundred, and the size from a pin- 
head to as large as the flat of the 
hand. 
Fluid accumulations vary 


from those which are superficial 
to large, deep, disfiguring swell- 
ings. In all forms of hives, itch- 
ing and swelling are the chief com- 
plaints. 


Any part of the body may be 


affected 
by hives, 
but portions 


constricled by clolhing are most 
apt to be affected. 
In 
persons 


who are subject to hives, there is 
a tendency for the condition to 
come 
back in the same spots. 


Nearly two-lhirds of 
all people 


have had one or more allacks of 
hives in Iheir Hfelimc. 


Hives 
have 
an 
unpredictable 


course. The majorily of swellings 
flare up. last a few days to a week, 
and then disappear. The condition 
can become 
chronic and, 
until 


now, this type has been noted for 
its 
stubborn resistance 
to most 


forms of treatment. Large swell- 
ings in vital structures^ such as 
the throat, may 
interfere 
wilh 


breathing, and intense itching, in- 
somnia 
and disfigurement inter- 


fere 
with the 
vicUm's earning 


powers. 


Relief Often Speedy

Clinic, 
reporls 
that in acute 


attacks of hives, benadryl relieved 
the majority of patients within a 
few hours lo days. 


Benadryl should not be used ex- 


cept under a physician's direction, 
because it may also cause drowsi- 
ness, dizziness, weakness and dry- 
ness of the mouth. 
These diffi- 


culties develop early and tend to 
disappear as the drug is continued. 


Foods such as shellfish, straw- 


berries, eggs, and chocolate, and 
drugs 
such 
as quinine, barbitu- 


rates; iodine and headache reme- 
dies ai"1-1 the commonest carlses of 
hives. Hives also may bo caused 
by light, heat and cold. When the 
cause is known, it is advisable to 
avoid the food or drug even though 
treatment is 
effective 
in most 
cases.

Hives arc pockets of 
fluid in tho skin, with the 
diffi- 


culty caused by the collodion of 
histamine in Ihe lissues. B-.-nadryl 
neulrali/es Ihis chemical. 


The number of hives present al 


one lime runs from one to several 
hundred, and the size from a pin- 
head to as large as the flat of the 
hand. 
Fluid accumulations vary 


from those which are superficial 
to large, deep, disfiguring swell- 
ings. In all forms of hives, itch- 
ing and swelling are the chief com- 
plaints. 


Any part of the body may be 


affected 
by hives, 
but portions 


constricled by clolhing are most 
apt to be affected. 
In 
persons 


who are subject to hives, there is 
a tendency for the condition to 
come 
back in the same spots. 


Nearly two-lhirds of 
all people 


have had one or more allacks of 
hives in Iheir Hfelimc. 


Hives 
have

chronic and,

breathing, and intense itching, in-

Clinic, 
reporls 
that in acute 


attacks of hives, benadryl relieved 
the majority of patients within a 
few hours lo days. 


Benadryl should not be used ex- 


cept under a physician's direction, 
because it may also cause drowsi- 
ness, dizziness, weakness and dry- 
ness of the mouth. 
These diffi- 


culties develop early and tend to 
disappear as the drug is continued. 


Foods such as shellfish, straw- 


berries, eggs, and chocolate, and 
drugs 
such 
as quinine, barbitu- 


rates; iodine and headache reme- 
dies ai"1-1 the commonest carlses of 
hives. Hives also may bo caused 
by light, heat and cold. When the 
cause is known, it is advisable to 
avoid the food or drug even though 
treatment is 
effective 
in most 
cases.

Hives arc pockets of 
fluid in tho skin, with the 
diffi- 


culty caused by the collodion of 
histamine in Ihe lissues. B-.-nadryl 
neulrali/es Ihis chemical. 


The number of hives present al 


one lime runs from one to several 
hundred, and the size from a pin- 
head to as large as the flat of the 
hand. 
Fluid accumulations vary 


from those which are superficial 
to large, deep, disfiguring swell- 
ings. In all forms of hives, itch- 
ing and swelling are the chief com- 
plaints. 


Any part of the body may be 


affected 
by hives, 
but portions 


constricled by clolhing are most 
apt to be affected. 
In 
persons 


who are subject to hives, there is 
a tendency for the condition to 
come 
back in the same spots. 


Nearly two-lhirds of 
all people 


have had one or more allacks of 
hives in Iheir Hfelimc. 


Hives 
have 
an 
unpredictable 


course. The majorily of swellings 
flare up. last a few days to a week, 
and then disappear. The condition 
can become 
chronic and, 
until 


now, this type has been noted for 
its 
stubborn resistance 
to most 


forms of treatment. Large swell- 
ings in vital structures^ such as 
the throat, may 
interfere 
wilh 


breathing, and intense itching, in- 
somnia 
and disfigurement inter- 


fere 
with the 
vicUm's earning 


powers. 


Relief Often Speedy

reporls 
that in acute 


attacks of hives, benadryl relieved 
the majority of patients within a 
few hours lo days. 


Benadryl should not be used ex- 


cept under a physician's direction, 
because it may also cause drowsi- 
ness, dizziness, weakness and dry- 
ness of the mouth. 
These diffi- 


culties develop early and tend to 
disappear as the drug is continued. 


Foods such as shellfish, straw- 


berries, eggs, and chocolate, and 
drugs 
such 
as quinine, barbitu- 


rates; iodine and headache reme- 
dies ai"1-1 the commonest carlses of 
hives. Hives also may bo caused 
by light, heat and cold. When the 
cause is known, it is advisable to 
avoid the food or drug even though 
treatment is 
effective 
in most 
cases.
